Farm er Hartline had little faith 
in b anks. 
He chose to b ury his 
wealth in the b osom of the earth. 
Once, 
for a reason known only to 
himself, he deposited $200 in the 
Bank of Cob den. 
This b ank made 
an assignment March i. 
Hartline 
first learned of the fact from a 
neighb or. 
He took his certificate 
of deposit and hurried to town to 
find how affairs stood. 
The b ank, 
he ascertained, would prob ab ly not 
pay more than 25 cents on the dol­ 
lar. 
This news was extremely de­ 
pressing to the aged farmer, to 
whom a dollar looked as b ig as the 
fly wheel of an electric power 
house. 
He returned home at once, 
and went to b ed. 
His 
family 
wanted to send for a doctor, b ut 
he forb ade it, saying he would b e 
all right*in a day or two. 
Besides, 
having lost $200, he could not af­ 
ford the expense. 
Several days passed and ^Ir. 
Hartline b ecame weaker. A t times 
he was delirious. 
In spite of his 
protests the family sent to Cob den 
for a p h y s i c i a n . 
The doctor was 
puzzled." There was no organic 
troub le and no disease. 
There 
seemed to b e nothing the matter 
with the old man except a sense of | 
grief at his loss. 
This w^as so in­ 
tense that it had prostrated him. 
N ot satisfied, the Cob den physi­ 
cian sought couiMel, and a doctor 
from A nna, in the same county, | 
was called. 
Everything possib le 
was done to divert the mind of the 
old man from his comparatively 
trifling loss. 
He was reminded 
that he was still wealthy and had' 
nothing to fear from poverty. 
He 
admitted that and said that every 
other b ank in the country might 
b reak for all he cared, for most of 
his cash was b uried in the earth. 
Realizing that death was near, 
b oth physicians and memb ers of 
the family b egged him to reveal 
the hiding place of his money, b ut 
without av ail. 
Hartline 
gradually 
weakened

that will cost $500. 
Mem.b ers of 
the family never had any patience 
with the old m an’s exaggerated 
ideas of . economy, and prob ab ly 
took this means of letting the 
world know it. 
There are those in Cob den un­ 
kind enough to say that if the old 
man knew how lavishly his money 
is b eing spent he would get up and 
put a stop to it. 
M any stories are told of Mr. 
H artline’s penurious ways. These 
two are vouched for b y some of 
Cob den’s leading citizens : 
Once he drove to town to b uy 
three strawb erry cases and the nec­ 
essary quart b oxes. 
W hen told the 
price he declined to purchase, and 
drove to Carlisle’s mill, nine miles 
from Cob den, where he procured 
material to make the b oxes him­ 
self. 
This trip'saved him 13 cents. 
After pickine his b erries Mr. 
Hartline had three q u a r t b oxes left. 
These he took to Cob den and tried 
to sell to H. A Du Bois, a b ox 
manufacturer.

them was not quite i cent his ofler 
was declined.

Ilartline’s locally celeb rated trip to 
Jonesb oro, the county seat.

entered a saloon a n d to ld th e
